Washington. Sept. 8.—The state de- 


partment regards all the reports as to 
the connection of this gp\ eminent or 
even its interest in the unrest on the 
isthmus as too trivial for considera- 
tion and not worthy of a denial. Dr. 
Herran, tlie Colombian charge, indig- 
nantly scouts the idea that the United 
States would lend itself the encour- 
agement of this unrest or in any way 
aid the secessionists in Panama to in- 
surrection. 
Neither docs he give at- 


tention to the reports that the United 
States might deal directly with Pan- 
ama for a canal concession. 


Secretary Hay received a message 


from Mr. Beaupre, the American min- 
ister at Bogota, acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of Secretary Hay's cablegram of 
Aug. 
26 stating that the Washington 


government would enter into no en- 
gagement which would hamper presi- 
dent's freedom of action under the law. 
This was all the cablegram stated, al- 
though it has been the basis for spec- 
ulative reports about Mr. Beaupre's 
ideas of the Bogota situation. The 
state department's attitude is one of 
dignified patience. 
No indication of 


its course of action in the event that 
the Colombian congress rejects or 
amends the treaty will be forthcom- 
ing until the time for the exchange of 
ratifications expires, Sept. 22. It is 
known at the state department that 
the Colombian congress already is re- 
gretting its hasty action in rejecting 
the treaty, but the state deparment 
will suggest no remedy for the mis- 
take. 


Once and for all the state depart- 


ment has announced that the treaty 
as approved by the Washington gov- 
ernment was ratified by the American 
senate. It is up to the Bogota govern- 
ment to ratify that identical treaty if 
Colombia desires an isthmian canal.

Thousands of persons came to Syra- 
cuse to see and hear President Roose- 
relt, and the city put on gala attire. 
The president's speech at the fair 
grounds was as enthusiastically re- 
ceived as was the president's appear- 
ance 
streets of Syracuse. 
THE SPEECH. 


In speaking on Labor Day at the 


annual fair of the New York State 
Agricultural Association, it is natural- 
.ly in mind the two bodies who com- 
"pose the majority of our people and 
upon whose 
welfare 
depends 
the 


welfare of the State. If circumstances 
are such that thrift, energy, industry, 
and forethought enable the farmer, 
the tiller of the soil, on the one hand, 
and the wageworker, on the other, 
to keep themselves, their wives, and 
their children in reasonable comfort, 
then the State is well off, and we can 
be assured that the other classes in 
the community will likewise prosper. 
On the other hand, if there is in the 
long run a lack of prosperity among 
the two classes named, then all other 
prosperity is sure to be more seeming 
good fortune as a nation that hither- 
to, disregarding exceptional 
periods 


of depression and the normal and 
Inevitable fiuctations, there has been 
on the whole from the beginning of 
our Government to the present day 
a progressive 
betterment alike in 


the condition of the tiller of the soil 
and in the condition ot the man who. 
by his manual skill and labor, sup- 
ports himself and his family, and 
endeavors to bring up his children 
so that they may be at least as well 
off as, and if possible better off than 
than he himself has been. 
There 


are, of course, exceptions, but as a 
-whole the standard of living among 
the farmers of our country has risen 
from generation to generation, and 
the wealth represented on the farms 
has steadily 
increased, 
while the 


•wages of labor have likewise risen, 
loth as regards th actual money paid 
and as regards the purchasing power 
•which that money represents. 


Side by side with this increase 


in the prosperity of the wage-worker 
and the tiller of the soil has gone 
on a great increase in the prosperity 


- among the business men and among 
• certain classes of professional men; 


and 
the prosperity of these 
men 


has been partly the cause and partly 
the consequence of the prosperity of 
the farmer 'and wage-worker. It can 
not be too often repeated that in this 
country, in the long run, we all of us 


thi3 the average farmer, and the average 


business man are all alike well off. 
If the average shrinks, there is not 
one of these classes which will not 
feel the shrinkage. Of course there 
are always some men who are not 
affected by good 
times, 
just 
as 


there are some men who are not af- 
fected by bad times. 
But speaking 


broadly, it is true that if prosperity 
comes all of us tend to share more 
or less therein, and that of adversity 
comes each of us, to a greater 
or 


less extent, feel the tension. 
Un- 


fortunately, in this world the 'nnocent 
frequently find themselves obliged to 
pay some of the penalty for the mis- 
deeds of the guilty; and so if hard 
times come, whether they be due to 
our own fault or to our misfortune, 
whether 
they 
be 
due 
to somo 


burst of speculative frenzy that has 
caused a portion of 
the 
business 


world to loose its head—aloss which 
no legislation can possibly supply— 
or whether they be due to any lack 
of wisdom in a portion of the world 
of labor—in each case the trouble 
once started is felt more or less in 
every walk of life. 


It is all-essential to me continuance 


of our healthy national life that we 
should recognize this community of 
interest among our people. The wel- 
fare of each of us is de-pendent funda- 
mentally upon thc welfare of all of 
us. and therefore in public life that 
man is best representative of each of 
us who seeks to do good to each by 
doing good to all; in other words, 
whose 
endeavor it is 
not to rep- 


resent any special class and promote 
merely that class's selfish interests, 
but to represent all true and honest 
men of all sections and all classes 
and to work for their interests by 
working for our common country. 


decency and has a wholesome mind, i duty toward the community is em 


phatically to that side's real interest. 
He therefore feels an equal scorn 
alike for the man of wealth guilty of 
the mean and base spirit of arrogance 
toward those who are less 
well off, 


and for the man of small means who 
in his turn either feels, or seeks to 
excite in others the feeling of mean 
and base envy for those who are 
better off. The two feelings, envy 
and arrogance, are but different de- 
velopments of the same spirit. Fun- 
damentally, the unscrupulous rich man 
who seeks to exploit and 
oppress 


those who are 
spirit

less 
well-off 


opposed 
to, 
but 


the unscrupulous 
who 
desires 


to plunder and oppress those who are 
better off. The courtier and the dem- 
agogue are but developments of the 
same 
type 
under 
different 
con- 


ditions, each manifesting the 
samo 


servile spirit, the same desire to rise 
by 
pandering to 
base 
passions; 


though one panders to power in the 
shape of a single man and the other 
to power in the shape of a multitude. 
So likewise the man who wishes to 
rise by wronging others must by right 
be contrasted, not with the man who 
likewise wishes to do wrong, though 
toa different set of people, but with 
the man who wishes to do justice to 
all people and to wrong none. 


The lino of cleavage between good 


and bad citizenship lies, not between 
the man of wealth who acts squarely 
by uis fellows 
and 
the 
rnau 
who 


seeks each day's wage by that day's 
work, wronging no one and doing his 
duty by his neighbor; nor yet does 
this line of cleavage divide the un 
scrupulous wealthy man 
who ex 


ploits others in his own interest, fom 
the demagogue, or from the sullen 
and envious being who wishes to at- 
tack all men of property, whether 
they do well or ill. On the contrary, 
the line of cleavage between 
good 


There is no worse enemy of the 


wage-worker than the man who con- 
denes mob violence in any shape or 
who preaches class hatred; and surely 
the slightest acquaintance with our 
industrial history should teach even 
the most short-sighted that the times 
of most suffering for our people as a 
whole, tthe times when business is 
itagnant. and capital 
suffers 
from 


shrinkage and gets no returns from 
its investments, are exactly the times 
ol hardship, and want, and grim dis- 
aster among the poor. If all the ex- 
isting 
instrumentalities of wealth 


could be abolished, the 
first 
and 


severest suffering would come among 
those of us who are least well off 
at present. 
The wage-worker is well 


off only when the rest of the country 
is well off; and he can best contribute 
to this general well-being by showing 
sanity and a firm purpose to do 
justice to others. 


In his turn the capitalist who is 


really a conservative, the man who 
has forethought as well as patriotism, 
should heartily welcome every effort, 
legislative or otherwise, which 
has 


for its object to secure fair dealing 
by capital, corporate or individual, to- 
ward the public and toward the em- 
ployee. 
Such laws as the franchise 


tax law in this state which the Court 
of Appeals recently unanimously 
de- 


cided 
constitutional—such 
laws as 


that passed in Congress last year for 
tho purpose of establishing a 
De- 


partment of Commerce and Labor, 
under which there should be a bureau 
to oversee and secure publicity from 
tho great corporations which do an 
interstate business—such a law as 
that passed at the same time for the 
regulation of the great highways of 
commerce so as to keep these roads 
clear on fair terms to all producers in 
getting their goods to market—these 


there are possibilities that are glor- 
ious. But to carry no toad at all- 
there is nothing in that 
N o one 


seems to arrive tit any goal really 
worth reaching in this world who 
does not come to it heavy laden."
